smelting. Mrs. H. H. Clarke, who is 
here on a visit to relatives, furnishes 
the JOURNAL with the following relative 
to the climate, mines and general 
characteristics in that part of Sonora 
in which she lives: 


MR. EDITOR:—At your kind request I 


am most willing to write u few items 
about 


THE TOWN OP NACOSARI, 


State of Sonera, Mexico, which I left 
on the morning of December 20,1891. 
Though late in the season, the morn- 
ing was not at all cold. As a wrap I 
wore a light summer blouse jacket and 
when I turned to wave good bye to 
Papa Clarke, I remarked to my hus- 
band who accompanied mo as far as 
Benson, "see those beautiful rip-3 to- 
matoes still hanging on green vines 
untouched by frost." No doubt there 
were ripe tomatoes to be picked for 
Christmas 
dinner. 
The 
climate 


throughout the year is said to be de- 
lightful except, perhaps, a few light 
falls of snow in January, followed by 
slight frosts. We all like Mexico very 
much and as our town improves we 
will like it better. The town is simply 
what the mines and their owners have 
made it and will make it. Up to the 
tiiao of our going there very little was 
tlouu with the copper mines. Atten- 
tion wus directed almost wholly to the 
silver mines, the ores of which wore 
concentrated and shipped.

The company assumed the name of 


Montezuma Concentrating Company, 
which they still retain. In the mean- 
time the copper mines were somewhat 
developed and a few tests were made 
in a very small smelter. The ore was 
found to contain a great deal of sul- 
phur, so last May on Mr. Clarke's ar- 
rival a brick furnace was built to roast 
the ore and thus free it of its sulphur. 
The ore goes through four processes 
before it becomes pig copper. First 
it is concentrated, then it is fed into 
the furnace which I have just men- 
tioned, after which it is mixed with a 
certain percentage of clay, lime and 
iron, and then wet with water, allowed 
to remain in this condition for twenty- 
four hours, as in this state the neces- 
sary chemical changes take place and 
then it is run through u brick machine 
and made into bricks, as the fine ore 
will not smelt but settles and causes 
the whole mass to "freeze" in the 
smelter. But in the form of bricks the 
charges can be easily made up and the 
smelting process go on smoothly. The 
number of bricks made per hour vary 
from 1,000 to 1,500. I have seen one 
hundred tons of pig copper turned out 
of the Bmelter in four and one half 
days. A mould of pig copper to overy 
pot of slag, with a very thin run of 
matter on the copper bars. At times 
the bars are entirely free from matter 
and they always run 98 and 99 per cent 
pig eoppor. Coke, whichj is used for 
smelting, is very costly, so means are 
being devised for the burning of char- 
coal, for which there is splendid wood, 
such as mesquit and black oak. I have 
samples of ore with me which assay 80 
per cent copper, but this is above the

In one of the mines, 
The Pilares, a tunnel has been run in 
500 feet and a cross cut made of over 
100 feet when I left and there was ore 
all the way both ways. Another mine 
called the Belle Union is also being de- 
veloped to a large extent and its ore, 
though very rich in copper, also con- 
tains a good deal "of gold. There is 
still another large mine, La Fortuna, 
but at present this mine will not cut 
much of a flgure as it contains zinc, 
which makes it difficult to convert into 
pig iron without reververatnry fur- 
naces or converters which they expect 
to put in later on. 


The first great improvement will be a 


railroad to the mines, the building of 
which is going on by this time, The 
nearest mine is four miles from the 
works, and transportation is expensive 
as the ore has to be handled so often. 
It is packed on the backs of small 
mules, called burros, from the mines 
to the road, then loaded into wagons 
and brought into the works by great 
ox teams. It is a great wood country. 
Wood can also be brought in by rail, 
A brick kiln was burning when 1 left 
in order to procure bricks for the pur- 
pose of building two or three more 
furnaces.

Sawyer McOluM who was appointed 


appraiser to fix the value of the estate 
of J. Gould at the time of his death ia 
1892, with the view of determining the 
amount of tax that should be imposed 
upon the personal property, has made 
his report, by which he finds the value 
of the personal estate of the late mil- 
lionare to bo upward of $80,000,000. 


According to the law of 1892 1 per 


cent of all personality in excess of $10,- 
000 goes to the State, less the collection 
fee of the Controller, which is 5 per 
cent on the first $50,000, 3 per cent on 
the next 50,000 and one per cent on the 
remainder. This gives the State $799,- 
900 less the Controllers fee of $10,999, 
which leaves $788,901 for the State. 


Among the claims against the estate 


McClure finds $6,000,000 due to the 
estate of George J. Gould for services, 
referred to in a codicil. This sum is 
reduced by $75,000, spent by the tes- 
tator in fitting up George J. Gould's 
house, and is deducted from the value 
of the estate.
